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Washington—OP>— The Interstate 


Commerce commission today denied 
the railroads permission to Increase 
freight rates throughout the coun- 
try. 


Suggestions Trere made, however, 


for specific increases in rates upon 
designated commodities during a lim- 
ited period. 


These suggestions were condition- 


ed upon the submission and approv- 
al of arrangements between the car- 
riers for pooling of revenue accruing 
from the suggested increases. 


This action, said the commission, 


is "primarily to enable them to meet 
then- fixed interest payments as they- 
mature."

U.S. TO SEIZE PROPERTY 


OWNED BY AL CAPONE 


Washington —(£>)— Orders 
have 


been issued by the Internal Revenue 
bureau to place liens for back in- 
come tares on the property of Al 
Capone, convicted Chicago gangster. 
The liens will hold the property for 
a Jeopardy assessment of 5215,000 if 
income taxes, which the government 
maintains the gangster evaded. 


The order was sent to Chicago, 


where Capone's property will be at- 
tached, and from there will be trans- 
mitted to Miami, where the gang 
leader's palatial home "will be placed 
under a lien.. The amount of the 
tases called for in the lien, $215,00, 
does not represent the total which 
the government claims Capone owes. 


Chicago—Iff)—Al 
Capone's troubles 


were just beginning-, it was indicated 
today as the government moved to 
seize whatever property he might 
own, 
thus adding financial worries 


to his already numerous legal woes. 


The government 
estimated that 


the scar-faced gangster owed at 
least $215,000 in delinquent taxes, in 
connection with which he was con- 
victed of income tax law violations.

French Premier to 
Meet 


Hoover Half Way in 


Discussions, He Says 


S. S. n« de France — OP) — Premier 


Pierre Laval of France, on his way 
to. Washington to talk with Presi- 
dent Hoover, made it clear today 
that h© is willing to meet the presi- 
dent half way on any proposals he 
may make, so long as they are ac- 
ceptable to the French parliament. 


And, 
if he can get a promise of 


American cooperation which would 
justify from the French standpoint 
cutting down the outlay on arma- 
ments, his latitude in the negotia- 
tions at "Washington will be increas- 
ed. 


In this connection, it Is under- 


stood, he is ready to propose an 
agreement that in case of war in- 
volving either country, neither would 
permit its resources to 
be used 
against the other. 


A "consultative pact" has 
been 


suggested as a description for such 
an agreement but the French idea is 
that it -would be of a very definite 
character and possibly would include 
other powers as signatories. Then, in 
case France, the United States, or 
any other signatory should be at- 
tacked, no neutral power included In 
the agreement "would aid the aggres- 
sor by, furnishing him munitions or 
other supplies.

Reminding his audience that the 


stories most people associate with 
"Washington, are those that he chop- 
ped down a cherry tree, never told 
a lie, threw a dollar across the Po- 
tomac, and married a rich widow, 
Mr. Plentzke said that at 
heart 


Washington was a farmer, and not 
a successful one; that he often failed 
at things he undertook; but that he 
must have had some great qualities, 
for despite his failures he- was se- 
lected as one of the outstanding men 
of his time. 
He was called from 


retirement to 
undertake a great 
task, among others 
leading 
the 


Colonial army and becoming presi- 
dent of the colonies. 
"Versatility was one of the char- 


acteristics 
of Washington," 
Mr. 


Plentzke said. "He was a soldier, 
statesman, surveyor, diplomat, and 
organizer. 
He knew littlS of suc- 


cess In many undertakings, yet he 
always was called back Into the ser- 
vice of his country when there was 
dire need. Considering the conditions 
of the time with the great expanses 
of wilderness, the social life, 
the 


geography of the country and di- 
versity

people, Washington's 


tasks often were the most difficult 
imaginable.

strong, 
six-foot soldier, he 
was 


troubled with numerous 
ailments

impaired his health. 
He 


found -need for false teeth early In 
life, his hearing was poor, hia eyes 
were bad, and he always was the 
victim of colds. He finally died of 
pneumonia. 
"His military campaigns before 


the Revolution were not always suc- 
cessful. He wanted to be a farmer, 
as his large estate at Mt. Vernon 
indicates. As a farmer he first 
realized the scientific needs of farm- 
ing. He experimented with means 
of combating rust in wheat. Invent- 
ed a type of plow, planted many 
trees and dabbled in landscaping. 
He was one of the first men to 
realize the value of rotating corps, 
especially where the crop was to- 
bacco, then a medium of barter and 
trade. 
"Washington was one of the first 


men to see the 
evils 
of slavery, 


pointing out that It just 'didn't pay.' 
When he died his will stated that 
on the death of Mrs. Washington 
his slaves be set free. He also pro- 
vided a trust fund for them, a fund 
that ran for 33 years.

took for his 
wife a widow with 


two children, at least one of which 
caused much trouble.

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WHY DICTATORS THRIVE 
By the passage of a public safety bill 


the Irish Free State too is pointed to- 
wards dictatorship, albeit a soft and 
kindly one in comparison to most. 


Jury trials and the other usual ma- 


chinery designed to perpetuate free in- 
stitutions, however sadly at times they 
fail to administer justice, are abolished 
and special military tribunals substi- 
tuted. 


The military tribunal always means 


a rule of iron. Trials are short and 
bereft of the blather that in civil trials 
so often sidetracks justice. Mercy is 
not a part of the ritual. Sentences are 
severe. Delays are not countenanced. 


"We are not abolishing free speech," 


declares President Cosgrave, "but we 
will prevent speech emphasized with 
a gun." 
- 


The act, of course, was passed by the 


Dail because of the increase of com- 
munistic disorders. 


A near dictatorship exists in Ger- 


many, although Hindenburg like Cos- 
grave, is making it as soft as possible. 
Neither of these men want power in 
the sense that Mussolini wants it. They 
merely want to prevent disorder. 


The trouble is that we have quite a 


number of people who do not know 
how to handle liberty, so they rove in 
mobs, throw stones, assault, kill, just 
to indicate their political opinions. 


They are apparently without suffi- 


cient mentality to realize that if they 
abuse liberty to the extent of depriving 
others of it, they will come in time to 
be deprived of it themselves. 


The Germans who are doing this 


have forgotten—how soon men forget 
—that such manifestations under the 
kaiser were met with machine gun fire 
and the disturbers thoroughly cowed 
if not killed. 


Meanwhile the German Fascist! with 


their leader Hitler can hardly with- 
hold their impatience. They become 
gay when communistic mobs march 
out. They know that it is through such 
disorders and perhaps only thiough 
them that they may get the support of 
the people sufficiently to step into 
power.

An outstanding benefit developing 


from efficient organizations of state po- 
lice is the cooperation established be- 
tween them and the various city and 
county law enforcement bodies. 


The Michigan State Police, for ex- 


ample, is continually adding proof of 
its efficiency in maintaining law and 
order. Having a highly trained per- 
sonnel, courteous yet efficient, and an 
exceptional esprit de corps, it has ac- 
quired an enviable reputation among 
the citizens of the state. 


The installation of a radio station 


at headquarters in continuous contact 
with all state posts and patrol cars, per- 
mits of the speedy broadcast of infor- 
mation so necessary in the apprehen- 
sion of criminals. 


Receiving sets are being installed in 


the offices of county sheriffs and mu- 
nicipal police departments, thus en- 
abling all law enforcement organiza- 
tions to jump into instant and harmon- 
ious action under the direction of one 
central office. 


The efficiency of the state organiza- 


tion and the respect with which it is 
regarded have overcome a tendency to- 
ward lack of cooperation so often in 
evidence between neighboring county 
and city departments.

shuddering references to Cossacks with 
wire whips or is it not better to keep 
our good old political pow-wows and 
let the banks go to blazes and Halifax? 


It's just a matter of choice.

Now Tied Up

v Washington—(CEA)—To make the 
debentures of the national credit 
corporation more valuable and use- 
ful in the general banking system 
of the country, state ami county and 
city governments will be asked to 
follow the lead of the federal gov- 
ernment in making the corporation's 
liew gold notes eligible for security 
Cfh 
governmental deposits. 
This 


ould release hundreds of millions 


of dollars of other securities now 
tied up as collateral for such de- 
p'osits. 


Most state and local governments 


have discretionary powers to say 
\vhat collateral must be put up by 
banks when they receive deposits of 
state or city or county funds. The 
attorney general of the 
state of 


Oh'o has just ruled, for instance, 
that real estate mortgages can be 
used as collateral for county and 
state deposits In Ohio banks. 


"When the directors of the Nation- 


al Credit corporation met Saturday 
in New York, it was suggested by 
the 
comptroller of 
the currency, 


John \V. Pole, that inasmuch as the 
Secretary of the treasury had issued 
a ruling to accept the debentures as 
collateral for federal deposists, the 
states and cities might do likewise. 


May Extenl-J Action 


Also it has been suggested that 


the federal government might go a 
step farther and declare the deben- 
tures eligible for security 
on the 


part of banks receiving the postal 
savings deposits. This •mil require 
a.n amendment to regulations by the 
Jrustees of the postal savings fun<3, 
namely, the postmaster general, sec- 
retary of the treasury and attorney 
general. 
a. About $450,000,000 of postal sav- 
ings money is on deposit in various 
banks and approximately the same 
amount of collateral must be in use 
now to secure that amount. This is 
entirely separate- from the treasury 
Jfoldings in a selected number of 
federal depositories. 


Because 
the treasury deposits 


fluctuate according as balances are 


rawn down seasonally, the 
exact 


amount of collateral released for oth 
er purposes cannot he estimated but 
if the states and cities accept the 
new debentures as collateral and if 
the postoffice department follows the 
lead of the treasury -which it Is like- 
ly to do, it may be estimated that 
the new debenture will displace more 
than a half billion dollars of securi- 
ties now used as collateral and will 
release those securitiss 
for other 


ases.'and thereby increase the credit 
resources of the banks throughout 
the country. 


Would Ease Conditions 


It may be, of course, that the 


Rational Credit corporation ultimate' 
ly will have fully a billion dollars 
•worth of debentures outstanding, in 
•which case the action of the state? 
and cities in addition to the federal 
government ir. releasing other col- 
lateral would have a tremendous ef- 
fect on easing credit conditions. It 
is" reckoned that every dollar of 
securities supports potentially ten 
times as much credit. So if a meth- 
od is worked out whereby, for in- 
stance, a billion dollars of deben 
tures are accepted as collateral for 
•governmental deposits of all kinds, 
banks will be permitted to substitute 
the debentures for 
the collateral 


they now have tied up and some 
of these banks could then, if neces- 
sary, borrow at the National Credit 
corporation or at large banks using 
the released collateral as a basis for 
now loans. 


These developments indicate that 


the careful study now being given 
to every form of credit instrument- 
ality may eventually result In the 
setting up of a permanent Institu- 
tion growing 
out of the National 


Credit corporation, being for busi- 
ness and industry an intermediate 
credit sj&tcm analogous to the ag- 
ricultural intermediate credit sys- 
tem. 
For if it proves sound in times 


of emergency it would add to the 
credit facilities of the nation in nor- 
mal times. 


New credit corporations are ex 


pected to be set up locally, too. An 
example is the icmarkable way in 
•which the people of Akron, Ohio, met 
a local Clip's there.

W« have to teach a child that 


there are only a few things that he 
really wants. 
That Is, few things 
that he really needs. A true -want Is 
a feeling of real need. False wants 
are passing whims, of no value to 
the growth of the child. 
The difference between a real want 


and a false one Is not clear to a 
child. Hunger for food is a real want 
but a hunger for unlimited sweets Is 
a false one. A child must have a few 
simple toys but the desire to own a 
toyshop Is strong 
and. compelling 


while It lasts. 
The best way to teach a child to 


keep his wants within reason is to 
limit what he can have to the few 
desirable things he needs. He must 
depend upon your good Judgment, 
your example for his guidance. How 
good are these characteristics of 
yours? Do you want so many things 
that your house is cluttered, your 
day burdened with them? How many 
bridge lamps, end tables, candle- 
sticks, bits of old glass do you own? 
Have you space and peace in your 
house? Are you content with enough 
or are you forever craving1 more? 
How essential are your own. wants? 
Have you, the mature, grown-up 
person been able to shift from the 
concrete material things to the in- 
tangible good of the spirit? 


If you have not, then you'd better 


begin to train yourself to that end. 
The things we need are few. All of 
us have too many. If we try to give 
the children what makes them hap 
py, keeps them actively employee 
we are leading them to a good start. 
We need space in our lives. We need 
time for thinking. We need opportu- 
nity for spiritual growth. If we de- 
vote our time and energy to acquir- 
ing things we are not going to ha\e 
the time and the space that we need. 
We shall find the sunset of our day 
falling upon us before we have set 
our house in order. 


In these days when all of us feel 


pinched for 
spending money 
we 


have a good chance to teach the 
children that they need only a few 
simple things. A ball and a book, a 
bit of fruit, a trip into the woods on 
foot, offer joy to healthv children. 
Simple clothes well cared for, simple 
food eaten with relfsh, making what 
one has do the work rather than 
shopping for a precious detail, will 
enrich the character 
of the child 


who experience1? them. Not that I 
cheer for hard times and for poverty, 
but that I believe in the beauty and 
health of simplicity. 


We-in America, as a people, are 


not poor. We have plenty even in 
times of distress if we could only 
learn to make Intelligent use of It. 
Let's begin by teaching our children 
to restrict their wants to the few 
simple pleasures 
and 
necessities 


within their reach. We will all prof- 
It.
